PECIFICATIONS FOR IMPROVING

The general specifications for paving

he same shall be the specifications for 
nd all work of Improving or paving said 
uslness streets of the city of Oakland and 
11 work shall be done under and In ac- 
ordance with said specifications, unless 
therwlss ordered and officially deter- 
ilncd by City Council.

Pavements on business streets shall in 
11 cases consist of a concrete foundation

ORDINANCE No—An Ordinance declar- 
ing and determining the general specifica- 
tions lor improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oa.kland 


Be It ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows 


SECTION I. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS 
The general specifications for paving 


and improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland which shall include grading, 
curbing forming gutters and culverts and 
paving with asphalt wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said business 
streets of the city of Oakland shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be as set forth herein, and 
the same shall be the specifications for 
and all work of improving or paving said 
business streets of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and tn ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless, 
otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by City Council 


SECTION IL 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at least six (C) inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed aa 
hereinafter specified 


SECTION III. 


GRADING 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


the concrete foundation shall be brought 
to a sab-grad" equaling In depth below the 
finished pavement the thickness of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall be fin- 
ished so as to be parallel with and in 
every way made to conform to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement, and thi* ia 
to be done as follows 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(3) Inches above the sub-grade, then a 
roller welgrhirg not less than two hundred 
and fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
ahall pass over the same till the material 
Is compressed to a depth of six inches (6 ), 
that being the test after which the rolled 
surface shall be dressed down to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, and again rolled 
until it shall be true compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grade 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must be tamped and made &a solid 
aa If rolled 


Any materials Impracticable to consoli- 


date aa above specified shall be removed 
to a depth of six inches (6") below sub- 
grade and sand or gravel substitute^ 
therefor to a depth of nine Inches (9"} 
thoroughly rolled and finished In every 
way as above specified for the roadbed 


The finished sub grade shall conform to 


the cross section on file with th* City 
Clerk. 


SECTION IV. 


CURBING 


Curba on business streets shall be of 


hard gray granite un form in color and 
texture, 
free from cracks or surface 


seams, to be not less than five feet (S f t ) 
long, sixteen inches (16") deep, six inches 
(6 ) wide on the top 
The bed of the curb 


must average not leva than seven Inches 
(7') 


The top surface and face or street side 


to a depth of eight Inche* (S') from the 
top, dressed (eq-ial to a six (0) cut patent 
hammer) and below this for seven inches 
(7 ) or thirteen inches (13") from the top, 
dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
laid against it will not have a Joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an inch 


On the Inside or side walk a chisel draft 


cut one inch (!') wide from the top edge 
The dressing on top face and the chisel 
draft shall be true to line and surface, and 
at right angles 


The ends of the stone to b» dressed so 


that when laid atone to stone the Joints 
shall not exceed one-quarter of an inch 
(H ) and shall have mortir joints pointed 
on the street side and on the top 


Circular curbs, will conform in all re-

Whenever any cafae of smallpox, diph- 


theria, scarlatina, Asiatic cholera, tuber- 
culosis or other contagious disease has ex- 
isted In any building or other place within 
the city of Oakland, it shall'be the duty 
of the householder or proprietor of such 
place, or, If such place has ceased to be 
occupied, then of the owner thereof, to 
immediately and thoroughly fumigate and 
disinfect said premises In the manner and 
to such extent as the Health Department 
may direct. The fumigation and disinfec- 
tion to be done at the expense of the 
city.

Every person violating any provision of

NEW TORE, May 8th.—A committee sent here by the Tailors' Union of Boston has bee» investigating the condition 


of the "sweating" shops, -where ready-made clothing is manufactured, on the east side of this city. The Boston men were 
startled by what they saw and heaid. When the Boston tailors struck six months ago their employers tojd them that compe- 
tition with the "sweaters" of. this city was impossible'. This story could hardly be believed, hence the committee. Tester- 
day the delegates visited some houses in Hester and adjacent streets, and every place was simply a repetition of the others. 
No. 75 Heater street, which is a six double-story tenement, was found occupied by contractors, or 'sweaters 
on every floor. 


Heie were being made men's and boys' clothing—trousers, vesta and coats. Every room -was occupied by scantily dressed 
men and women, boys and girls. The principal workrooms were seven bj .six feet, and all contained redhot stoves, on which 
the food of the "bosses" and their families was prepared, and the irons of the presaera hented. In these ro-oms.were crowded 
eight to ten men and women. No word or seriee of words, can be found to .express, the amount of dirt, or the quality of the 
atmosphere, ' Both were awful and overpowering to any ordinary clean person: Here the slaves of the sweaters^ worked 
from daylight to 10 and 12 at night, many of the men rarely going hoine, but throwing themselves down :on the heaps of 
clothing and rags. Most of the men worked on the "task" system, and all the hours given them were required to keep up 
with their "etent." "Greenhorns" are frequently brought in, and .start as low, as eighty cents' a week. The steries'heard 
by the Boston delegates have a.sameness about them that enforced -their truth. The c.ommittee. said ttfey would begin • 
crugade against th'e New Yorkers'ready-made clothing when they returned to Boston.
